School Head Urges 
Smaller Classes 

Asst Supt. at L. M. 
Speaks to Narberth 
Parent-Teachers 



Small classes in elementary 
schools were advocated Monday 
night by Dr. Philip TJ. Koopman, 
assistant superintendent of Lower 
Merion Township schools, in a talk 
before 100 members of the Narberth 
Parent-Teachers Association. 

Children learn at different 
speeds, Koopman pointed out, and 
should be grouped accordingly. 
Large classes may be less costly, 
but the children do not get the 
individual attention and help they 
should have to get the most out of 
class work. 

Koopman was introduced by 
Richard L. Lehmen, president of 
the Association. The meeting, first 
of the new school year, was held 
in the auditorium of the school. Es- 
sex and Sabine Aves., Narberth.

The Narberth Volunteer Medi- 
cal Service Corps has opened its 
campaign for funds for mainten- 
ance of the corps during the com- 
ing year. 

The corps, which was organized 
in November, 1941. last year start- 
ed its service of transporting per- 
sons to hospitals and from hospit- 
als to their homes in an ambul- 
ance which is owned and operated 
by the corps. 

During the past year 110 per- 
sons have availed themselves of 
this service and the corps has cov- 
ered approximately 2.000 miles 
during that time. The longest trip 
which has been made by the corps 
ambulance was one recently made 
to Norfolk. 

At the present there are 40 mem- 
bers of the corps. 11 of them in 
the armed services. Membership 
fees are $2 per year and covers an 
entire family. 

Since its organization the corps 
has purchased an ambulance and 
during the past year they have 
added a portable stretcher and a 
combination red light and siren. 
It is hoped that during the com- 
ing year a resuscitator can be pur- 
chased. 

24-Hour-A-Day Service 

Operated on an entirely volun- 
tary basis, the ambulance service 
is opened to Narberth and sur- 
rounding communities 24 hours a 
day. Through a connection with 
the physicians and surgeons tele- 
phone exchange the service is 
quickly available. 

When the ambulance is out of 
town, the corps has access to an 
ambulance of the Lansdale Volun- 
teer Medical Corps which may be 
used in an emergency. 

All persons who are now mem- 
bers of the organization hold 
American Red Cross first aid cer- 
tificates and can administer first 
aid when necessary. 

The Officers 

President of the group is Tom 
Merkel. E. P. Frankenfleld serves 
as vice-president; Margarite Mat- 
ton, secretary; P. Shirley Vincent, 
treasurer and Madelyn Meisen, 
financial secretary. The board of 
directors consists of nine members 
besides the officers, and meetings 
are held weekly on Wedneday 
nights.

Ostrich Attitude Won't Help In L. M. Sports 



Due to the complexity of the sports situation at tower Merion, 
we asked Herb Good, of The Philadelphia Record, for an analysis. In 
addition to being a recognized authority on school sports. Good is a 
resident of Ardmore and keenly interested in athletics at the local 
School. 

THE EDITOR, 



By HERB GOOD 

Study of the reports of F. A. Dubois and George Gil- 
bert on the athletic problems at Lower Merion High School 
shows no cause for wild hysteria. Lower Merion's difficul- 
ties are similar to those at many other schools throughout 
the suburbs and state and are largely the result of the trend 
of the times. 

And I'm quite convinced the answers simply boil down 
to this: 

1. Extra pay for coaches is essential if the schools 
hope to keep the present high calibre type of coach at 
his job. 

2. Direction of athletits should be in the hands 
of a person trained for and with a background for the 



job; preferably one who has a flair for promotion and 
who has the personality to generate and inspire school 
spirit. 

3. Schools must recognize that they are com- 
peting with colleges, other high schools, professional 
and independent teams for patronage and that a cer- 
tain amount of professional-type promotion is neces- 
sary to meet it. 

4. Membership in a small compact league of 
near-by natural rivals who hold similar athletic ideals 

is vital. 

* * * 

Let's take up the first problem— extra pay for coaches. 
I have great admiration and respect for Dr. Dubois so I 
wasn't prepared for the reactionary thinking evidenced in 
his report. I was astounded to find that he believes pay to 
coaches would lose the coaches the respect of their pupils! 

That's the kind of talk we used to hear in the pioneer 
days of the Newspaper Guild. It's the kind of thinking that 



forces men into unions for their own protection, that steels 
them into taking drastic steps. 

I can appreciate the problems created by paying 
eoaches. Where's the money to come from? How's it to be 
distributed?, etc. 

But surely anyone with any knowledge of the facts at 
all must concede that the eoaches have a good, sound 
argument. 

To qualify as a coach one must not only be highly pro- 
ficient in one or two sports, but must also be able to teach 
one or more regular subjects. In other words he's a two-job 
man hired at the pay of one. He does the same classroom 
work as any other teacher, then goes out and spends an ad- 
ditional two or three hours on the athletic field and in the 
gym. And there's no way of estimating the additional hours 
of home work and mental ajiguish that go with the job. 

There shouldn't be any question or dispute about the 
coach's right to extra pay. It's very clear and to the point

reads: 

"Professional employes who are required to per- 
form additional assigned work, or who are required to 
serve beyond the regular school term shall be compen- 
sated proportionately." v . 

If the schools ignore this law it will result in most 
coaches either talcing jobs elsewhere or refusing to roach 
altogether and probably will inspire the organisation of 
coaches unions in order to protect and raise the standaids 

of the profession.

Now let's take up the other problems.-the change of 
policy in doing away with the position of athletic director 
and the embarassing financial situation of the A A. which 
has necessitated slices in the athletic budget for the current 

SCh °i ag^ee with the PIAA's contention that athletics must 
be under control of the principal, which means that he 
should keep a strict eye on the eligibility lists and be 
responsible for the general conduct of athletics at hi 
school But I am quite sure that the PIAA does not expect 
the principal to replace the athletic director. 

Perhaps Mr. Gilbert and Vince Pearce, whom I know 
to be sympathic toward athletics and who desire winning 
teams as much as anyone else, are well qualified to be the 

directors of athletics. . ., * • 

But the blunt truth is that a great majority of prin- 
cipals aren't qualified anymore than a coach is qualified 
lo direct the music or science departments. Furthermore, 
Td think they had enough to do-just being principal. 

However, it doesn't look as if the principals at L. M. 



are going to attempt to absorb all the details that an 
athletic director usually handles — schedule making, ar- 
rangements for staging games and hiring of officials, etc. 
Apparentliy it is going to be up to each coach to run his 
own show, which may or may not be a good thing. Person- 
ally, I have a hunch it'll give 'em more reason than ever 
to want more dough. 

The attempt to try something new is understand- 
able. Considering the success Lower Merion has had 
in athletics it doesn't make sense that athletics have 
been going into the red. There's been something wrong 
somewhere. Many schools have made out financially 
without the post-season basketball income that has 
been L. M.'s good fortune to realize in the past. 
You can't argue with Mr. Gilbert's contention that be- 
cause the Av A. went $2000 in the red last year that new 
income must be -secured to meet normal expenses— or else 
cut the expenses. 

I believe athletics at Lower Merion, Haverford and 
m6st suburban schools have been conducted on a sane, 
desirable basis, but at the same time I fear that school 
officials too often lean over backwards to avoid looking the 
athletic-facts-of-life* in the face. 

Take the fear of professionalism, which Dr. Dubois 
raises in his report. This is an old school bugaboo. Yet a 
school professionalizes a sport the moment, it starts taking 
your 50 cents for admission. So why should there be any 
reluctance for the logical follow through— the "selling" of 
the sport to the student body, alumni and general public? 
The trouble is most schools either don't know how to 
£0 'about it, or are afraid to take the proper steps for fear of 
being criticized or, oh, well, you know the way it is!

Aviation Prep School Is New 
Idea In Educational Fields 



The world of education is watch- 
ing with interest this year a new 
venture in the field of secondary 
school development. 

At Rye Beach. N. H.. on the 
shores of the Atlantic Ocean. Dr. 
Franklin G. Williams, former 
headmaster of Pennsylvania Mili- 
tary School at Chester, has estab- 
lished the Atlantic Air Academy. 
The new school will have the same 
relationship to the Air Corps that 
the numerous military schools of 
the country have to the Army. 

The boys will wear uniforms 
similar to the Air Corps outfits. 
They will be given military drill 
and instruction in air navi&aton. 
meterorolopy and smilar subjects 
by air officers. For seniors who 
have their parents' permission, 
flying courses will also be avail- 
able. 

The school is the fruition for 
Dr. Williams of a dream of many 
years. A graduate of Middlebury 
College with a Master's degree 
from Penn State and a Ph. D. 
from Cornell, the quiet slender 
veteran of 32 years teaching in 
public and private high schools 
and in colleges, always wanted to 
have a school of his own. 

"A school." he explains, "in 
which emphasis is laid on carry- 
ing out the promises you make 
... a school which would include 
such ideas of the military as are 
beneficial to a boy in preparing 
him to live a civilian life." 

The new school, believed to be 
the first of its kind, was found- 
ed. Dr. Williams says, to provide 
first class academic instruction, to 
insure proper all-around develop- 
ment and to give strong courses 
basic to aviation. 



"It is the purpose of the Atlan- 
tic Air Academy," he declares, "to 
equip our students to meet the 
challenge of this new age, espe- 
I cially as influenced by aviation. 
i For we know that there will ap- 
| pear in the postwar picture oppor- 
| umities for service which are en- 
I tirely new and which are quite be- 
yond our present vision." 

Dr. Williams and his two col- 
leagues, Hallett B. Hammett. for- 
mer mathematics instructor at 
PMC. and George J. Cowell. of 
Swarthmore, formerly head of the 
mathematics department at the 
East Aurora. N. Y.. high school, 
bought for i heir school the old 
Farragut Hotel at Rye Beach, one- 
time fashionable Summer resort. 

On the 10-acre property are five 
buildings besides the five-story 
hotel proper. The boys will live 
in rooms which still contain much 
of the hotel furniture, including 
single beds with box springs. And, 
compared with most boys' schools, 
(here will be an extraordinary 
number of bathrooms, about 90 
per cent of the rooms have con- 
necting baths. 

The students will have access to 
an 18-hole golf course and may 
swim as members of a beach club 
to which the school belongs. One 
building houses a little theatre, 
seating 300 persons and equipped 
for sound movies. 

This year, enrollment at the 
school is limited to 150 boys, but 
Dr. Williams intends to expand. 
Two buildings on the campus 
have been earmarked as future 
settings for a junior school for 
younger boys. At present, the 
Academy takes boys only from the 
seventh grade through high school.

New franchises were awarded to 
Norristown. Clifton Heights and 
Upper Darby at the league's re- 
organization meeting Monday 
night at Narberth. Holdover clubs 
from last year include the 1944- 
45 champion Lukens Steel of 
Coatesville ; runnersup Narberth 
Legion; Penn Steel, of Chester; 
Wayne and Brookline. 

Norristown will be managed by 
Joe Fay; Clinton Heights by John 
Wise; and Upper Darby by Joe 
Blithe. The latter indicated that 
within a year or two he hopes to 
transfer his franchise to West 
Chester, where he is coach at St. 
Agnes High School. 

The league will operate on Mon- 
days and Thursdays. The tentative 
opening date is November 12. 

In addition to the regular eligi- 
bility list, each team will be allow- 
ed to list 10 additional players on 
a Veterans Honor Roll so that 
players who played in the league 
before entering the armed services 
will be able to participate when 
home on furlough or when they 
are discharged. 

It was decided after long discus- 
sion that all players who partici- 
pated in the league last year would 
be eligible this year even though 



they might play in a professional 
league this year. However, It was 
decided that the league rule 
against the use of pro league play- 
ers would be enforced with no ex- 
ceptions in 1946-47. 

Charles E. Harnden, Narberth, 
was re-elected president. Henry 
Fenza. of Woodlyn, was named the 
new vice-president to succeed Jim 
Henderson, of Penn Wynne, and 
John Turner, of Ardmore. was 
elected secretary-treasurer to suc- 
ceed Al Mueller, of Ardmore, who 
resigned due to pressure of busi- 
ness.

Distribution of Rainfall
